“How a man was legally acquitted 
of manslaughter over 1,000 years ago 
is illustrated on the only. legal record 
preserved from heathen Viking times 
in Sweden, recently discovered on the 
face of a rock, says a report from 
Copenhagen to the Observer. The dis- 
covery was made by a farmer. Three 
prominent Swedish rune experts have 
now deciphered the inscript ings and 
found it to be a juridical document 
of unique interest. It relates how a 
man named Gunnar, after committing 
manslaughter. managed to escape into 
a sacred sacrificial grove, where he 
was inviolable, and could — not be 
reached by the arm of justice. From 
this sanctuary he opened negotiations 
with the relatives of the man he had 
killed and succeeded in reaching an 
agreement concerning the damages to 
be paid. This agreement was legally 
confirmed and reeorded on the face of 
the rock by the keeper of the sacred 
grove, who signed his name. The 
discovery shows that the medieval 
right of a culprit to seek sanctuary in 
certain churches was simply a Chris- 
tian adaption of the old heathen tra- 
dition. ut the Hebrews of old knew 
the custom also. It is also pointed 
out that this law of the heathen 
Swedes showed that their legislation 
was most humane. 


“Bombed” With 
Soot. 


Reports which are 
through from Manchuria 
eent frontier disturbances between 
Russia and China indicate that the 
soviet action which most gravely low- 
ered the dignity of the Chinese was 
that of a number of Russian airmen 
who, during a border engagement flew 
over the somewhat disorganized Chi- 
nese forces and “bombed” them with 
what turned out to be paper sacks 
filled with soot and decayed cabbages. 
This derisive action appears to have 
annoyed the Nanking and Jocal Chi- 
nese authorities even more than the 
stories of harsh treatment aceorded 
by the Russians to Chinese military 
captives. On the other hand, it is 
admitted that the Russians who made 
forays across the Manchurian border 
treated the local residents with 
shrewdly conceived courtesy aud con- 
sideration. When the soviet troops 
captured the Manchurian city 
Fuchin, for instanee, they confiscated 
a stock of flour at a local mill. The 
flour was worth 300,000 dollars, and 
the Russian military authorities cheer- 
fully paid the price demanded. Then 
they commandeered Chinese coolies to 
load the flour into the barges, and to 
the amazement of the coolies paid 
them six dollars a day for their work, 
a figure six times greater than any 
sum they had previously earned.

Life insurance trusts increased 71 
per cent during 1929. 

C, A. Seully, New York banker, 
told the trust conference of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association, meeting In 
New York this week, that life insur- 
ance policies deposited with trustees 
under trust agreements in 1929 aggre- 
gated $1,200,000,000, 

This form of trust is growing with 
amazing rapidity. The first annual 
survey, made by the trust company 
division, showed that $541,000,000 in 
life insurance policies were deposited 
with trust companies and banks under 
trust agreements during the five-year 
period from 1923 to 1927, inclusive. 

But the big move has really taken 
place since 1927. | 

The year 1928 saw $700,000,000 
added. So with the great increase 
of last year, the tétal amount of life 
insurance, so tied up in these trust 
arrangements, probably exceeds $2,- 
500,000,000. 

“The work of education and devel- 
opment done by the trust companies 
in the field of insurance trusts has 
‘indeed borne fruit,” says this banker. 

Thess figures look large but they 
will appear very modest ten years 
from now. “The trust features of 
the modern bank will expand and de- 
velop to a point where they will be 
more. profitable to the banks of the 
future than the deposits themselves,” 
thinks one financial student of Amer- 
ican banking.

Historical Stuff. 

ALGIERS.—This is a jubilee centennial for the Algerians, according 
to information transmitted to your correspondent. A hundred years ago, 
more or less, Algeria was. annexed by France and the practice of its 
former ruler of making Christian slaves do all the rough work was done 
away with. As far as I can see, this was no improvement, because the 
native Sheiks will do no productive work whatever, being constantly 
employed with scratching themselves in the public squares. 

it occu to your correspondent that if the old days 
were back he could stake the Dey of Algiers to a lot of superfluous 

Christian slaves in his own country, including the members of 

the Methodist board of prohibition, temperance and public morals, 

Canon Chase, of Brooklyn, and the Christian clergymen who 

cheered the shooting of the men on the Black Duck. The Dey of 

Algiers found ways of making the Christian slaves quite useful, 

for Algiers is a well built city, gone a little to seed because of a 

lamentable lack of the labor that built it. 

There are various versions of just what caused the war between 
France and Algeria, but, as | have had nothing to do but listen to a lot 
of historical facts that are being dug up in connection with the celebra- 
tion, 1 might as well give the version that generally is accepted. 

The French had been dealing with Algeria in the time of 
Napoleon and paid the old Dey a little supplement when they 
bought foodstuffs, but after Napoleon was out of power the com- 
missariat of the French army tightened up. The French ambas- 
sador called on the Dey at the palace on top of the hill to see him 
about buying some assorted rations for the French army and 
quoted the Dey a price that made him sore as a ‘boiled Christian. 

It was one of those warm afternoons, such as they frequently have 
in Algiers, and the flies weré-buzzing about in the Dey’s reception, room. 
While the Dey was raving mad, he masked his feelings with the true 
Mohammedan calm of which they talk. 

It happened that a fly settled on the nose of the French am- 
bassador, who was sitting very close to the Dey to put the propo- 
sition of reduced prices for rations before him. A eunuch was 
waving a golden fly-swatter to keep the infidel insects from 
alighting upon the person or the features of the Dey. 

Suddenly the Dey seized the fly-swatter from the hands of the slave. 
“Pardon me,” he said to the French ambassador, “but there is a fly on 
your nose.’ With that the Dey gripped the golden swatter with both 
hands and brought it down hard on the fly. The fly was annihilated 
and the French ambassador was all but reduced to the same condition. 

At this, one of the ladies of the Dey’s harem laughed so loud- 

“ly that her veil dropped, and it was seem that she had a mole on 

her nose. This, it is believed, is the origin of the custom of veil- 

ing the women of Algeria. Many of them have moles on their 
noses, and it is considered indelicate for them to expose their 

moles in the presence of unbelievers. , 

Consternation followed the swatting. It was necessary for the Dey 
to have the lady whose veil dropped bowstrung that evening. The French 
ambassador, giving first aid to his injured nose, left the Dey’s house 
vowing vengeance. 

In a week the French fleet was in the harbor of Algiers, and 
the work of annexation proceeded with great speed. 

This is the story told me by Mustapha Ali Bumbum, who wishes to 
sell the original fly-swatter for a mere song. Since that time there is a 
colonial law prohibiting the swatting of the fly when it is resposing on 
the person of a French citizen. : 

An Algerian Racket. 

One has to hit the far places to hear of new rackets. 1 thought that 
all of them had been thought of and worked in Chicago and New York, 
but I had to reach Algiers on a balmy afternoon to learn of a new racket 
and to be convinced that there are lengths to which some of the boys 
will not go to dodge work. 

It was the Swiss boy in the hotel who told me. He was giving 
advice on how strangers should navigate their own automobiles 
through the narrow and crowded streets in Algiers. ‘Always have 
somebody with you. Always go slowly and always tootle the 
horn.” Then he told me why. “ 
It seems that some of the Sheiks who have been out of work since 

the demise of Rudolph Valentino worked out the racket. They crowd 
close to a moving automobile, driven by a stranger, and insert their 
feet under the tires. Then they make outcries and draw the crowd. 
They threaten to report to the gendarmes unless they are bought off 
for about a hundred francs. 

And they really do put their feet under a moving car. As the

There are possibly those, many of them, who are still wondering how 
the manager of a professional baseball team could be given $10,000 for 
having rendered more to his city through 1929 than any one else. 

When one figures what might come from statesmanship, art, 
literature and other things there may be any number of embettled 
brows here and there over the new era. 

But why not? Connie Mack gave Philadelphia a pennant winning 
and a world championship baseball team. He gave his city five months 
of high-class entertainment, interest and excitement, where every one 
knew that it all had to be on. the level if Connie Mack, Eddie Collins 
and others were connected with the situation. 

Adam Smith has proved before that the wealth of a nation can 
be measured only by its happiness. This applies also to: a city. 
Also to an individual. Connie Mack, through his ball club, 
brought a spring and summer of excitement and happiness to 
hundreds of thousands of Philadelphians. 

There must have been at least 500,000 of Philadelphia’s population 
interested in the playing and the success of Mack’s team. And this is 
putting it mildly. He began with a whirl in April, and he finished with 
a whirl against the Cubs around the middle of October. An artist or a 
writer may have appealed more to the esthetic side, but the sum total 
of results is the thing that counts. 

Connie Mack did a fine job for his city through the ball 
club he finally assembled and sent into action. also proved 
that after forty-five years of campaigning, fifteen years of failure 
or non-success had not cracked his spirit or brought on any dis- 
couragement, 

An award of. this sort could not have happened ten or twenty years 
og gai there is at last an undefstanding that clean sport has a mean- 
ing Beyond the salaries paid ball players and club owners. 


T MEANS SOMETHING. 


I once asked the dean of a leading eastern university if a winning 
football team meant anything to the student body. 

“It means more than a mere trifle,”’ he said.- “It means a 
much higher morale. Classroom work is better and there is less 
genera! restlessness. The interest of the student body is caught 
and held when the team keeps winning. 

“This interest naturally begins to wane after one or two bad defeats. 
I have watched the situation closely and I am sure that classroom attend- 
ance and classroom work shows an improvement, not only through the 
season but for some time afterward, when the football team is a winning 


cne.”’ 
THE FASTEST GAME. 


A query has come in to help decide one of the old arguments be- 
tween A and B as to which is the fastest game played. 

For continued speed and action the answer is hockey. A 
hockey player travels at much greater speed than a football, base- 
ball or tennis player. And his action is more continuous than in 
either of the first games. A polo pony can outrun a hockey 
skater, over a longer route, by a shade, but even a polo pony 
won't start as quickly or work as much speed in a few yards as 
a star skater on fast ice. 

Basketball is faster than football or baseball. But hockey is faster 
than basketball. This, of course, doesn’t include automobile racing. 

Hockey has begun to spread with a rush. It is now invading 
warmer climates. The big appeal the game has made in such 
cities as New York, Boston, Detroit, Chicago, etc., is enough to 
show that it can lure out the populace, and any geme that can 
lure out the populace is sure of a trial and a probable success.

The democratic steam-roller in the 
Kentucky legislature continued to roll 
forward today, pushing through a 
measure changing the state govern- 


mental structure at the expense of 
the appointive power of Governor 
Flem D. Sampson, lone republican 
administrative officer, and overriding 
his veto of another measure. 

The senate passed the house bill 
to abofish the present textbook com- 
mission and created a new body em- 
powered to proceed on different lines 
in adopting textbooks for the common 
schools. The present textbook com- 
mission was appointed by the gover- 
nor; the new one will be named by 
the state board of education, and it 
will adopt uniform’ texts only for 
rural and village schools. The bill 
now goes to the governor who has 
stated his opposition. 

The house joined the senate in over- 
riding the governor's veto of the bill 
abolishing the office of pardon com- 
missioner, created in 1926 and it will 
go out of existence May 20. 

Another measure aimed indirectly 
at the governor, a bill already passed 
by. the senate abolishing “Kentucky 
for Progress” from automobile license 
plates was approved by the house.

bilities of wheat at less than a dollar 
a bushel in the United States this 
season found expression among Chi- 
cago wheat traders today. With the 
market here overwhelmed by stop-loss 
selling and showing about 12 1-2 cents 
a bushel drop since last week as a 
result of severe curtailment of trans- 
Atlantic buying, comparisons were cir- 
culated showing that Liverpool wheat 
prices today were almost the same as 
on May 31, 1929, and that Chicago 
May delivery of wheat sold then at 
J3 1-4 cents, Today was the fourth 
consecutive day that wheat values 
here collapsed. 

Indications of crop damage in con- 
nection with present unseasonable 
weather led to sharp rallies of wheat 
prices today, but the close here was 
nervous, 1 to 2 cents a bushel lower 
than yesterday's finish. Corn elosed 
unchanged to 3-4 cents higher, with 
oats varying from 1-8 cent decline to 
3-8 to 1-2 cent advance, and pro- 
visions unchanged to 20 cents down. 
It was pointed out today by one of 
the foremost commission houses in 
Chicago that Liverpool March wheat 
today was quoted at $1.11 a bushel 
nnd May $1.16, and that on the last 
(lay of May in 1929 Liverpool May 
was quoted around $1.11, with Chi- 
cago selling about 17 cents a bushe! 
lower. The statement was added that 
if Liverpool and Buenos Aires reflect 
world appraisal of wheat values, Unit-

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—(4)—A‘ 
bear attack centering on the utilities 
chopped sizeable chunks from curb 
stock quotations today.

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NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—(#)—The 
stock market today experienced its 
sharpest break since its sinking spell 
just before Christmas, The drop was 
moderate enough, compared to the 
experiences of the final quarter of 
last year, but gave Wall street a 
slight jar, after the narrow-day-to-day 
price movements of the past two 
months. The index of 90 leading 
shares declined 3.4 points, and most 
of the more active individual issues 
closed 2 to 13 points lower. Trading 
was net heavy until selling reached 
large proportions in the last hour. 
Total sales reached 3,661,070 shares, 
approximately 200,000 more than yes- 
terday. 

Several commission houses have 
felt for several days that the market 
was spoiling for a break, and has ad- 
vised their customers to lighten ac- 
counts, although pools continued to 
bid up individual favorites. The mar- 
ket became reactionary late yester- 
day, in belated response to the trou- 
bles in the Chicago wheat pit, and 
continued to work lower during most 
of today, although bulls regained con- 
trol of the price movement for a short 
time in the early afternoon. What 
had the earmarks of a bear raid sent 
the market swiftly lower in the last 
hour of trading. 

Aside from renewed reaction in the 
wheat market, there was little in the 
day’s news to cast any new light upon 
financial or business conditions, and 
the market’s cotton appeared to be 
largely in response to already known 
factors, and in correction of a weak- 
ened technical position within the 
market itself. The most noteworthy 
corporate news was the 1929 earnings 
statement of National Lead, showing 
net nearly double that of 1928, and 
the declaration of a $3 extra dividend. 
Three favorable developments, how- 
ever, related to last year’s operations, 
and President Cornish indicated that 
business had fallen off substantially in

SCHOENHANR BREAKS 
4 MORE AIR RECORDS 


JACKSONVILLE BEACH,  Fla., 
Feb. 20.—(/)—Four new world speed 
records for airplanes carrying added 
weight were set here today over the 
beach course by Lee Schoenhair, chief 


pany. 

After setting new records for the 
100 and 500-kilometer courses, carry- 
ing 1,000 kilograms added weight, 
Schoenhair took his monoplane around 
the course to shatter the world mark 
for 1,000 kilometers, with the same 
added weight. His new record of 
152.702 miles per hour surpassed by 
15.6 miles per hour the mark of 
137.198 set by Paillard and Camplan 
of France. 

The speed of 152.702 miles per 
hour also broke the world’s record for 
carrying 500 kilograms added weight 
for the distance of 1,000 kilometers. 
The old record was 146.660, held by 
Fernand Lasne, of France. 

Getting to his task shortly after 
dawn today. Schoenhair first exceeded 
the world mark for the 100-kilometer 
course, carrying 1,000 kilograms added 
weight. by negotiating the feat in 
175.997 miles per hour to compare 
with the old record of 160.280 held by 
Captain H. S. Broad, of England. 

Next the diminutive pilot tried the 
same added weight over the 500-kilo- 
meter course, setting a record of 
168.114 miles per hour. The old mark 
for this distance and weight was 
158.656 -miles per hour, set by Broad. 

On Tuesday Schoenhair broke two 
of the world marks for speed with 
added weight. He shot the course in 
185.452 miles per hour, carrying 500 
kilograms over a 100-kilometer route. 
He also averaged 171.228 miles per 
hour for 500 kilometers with the same 
500-kilogram load. These marks bet- 
tered by several miles per hour the 
revious record held in France and 
England, respectively.
